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MARY TOLD THE DOCTOR: 


• 
HENCE THE NATIVITY STORY* 


Only Luke, the Physician, Could Have Learn- 


ed the Intimate Details of the Birth of Jesus 
From the Mother—How Historical Research 
Supports the Gospel. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


Where did the Evangelists get 


the stories about Jesus of which 
they were not personally witnesses? 
They were not revealed to them In 
visions, or on hidden golden plates, 
like Joseph Smith's Book of Mor- 
mon. 
They did not come in epl- 


leptlo transports, 
Ilka 
Moham- 
med's Koran. 


We can understand that Mark 


derived his material largely from 
Peter; and that Luke learned heav- 
ily upon Paul. But this general- 
ization made, there remain such 
major records ns Luke's account of 
the Nativity—the greatest story In 
all literature. It has all the warmth 
and intimacy of a personal exper- 
ience. Yet Luke was not there. 


Naturally, 
the answer Is that 
Luke was a physician and In later 
life a friend of Mother Mary. On- 
ly she could have told this tale; 
and only to a doctor. To a physi- 
cian one confides what 1* with- 
held from others. 
A Greater Than Diana In Ephenu*. 


I like to think that Mary went 
to Ephesus with John, as both the 
Greek 
and 
Roman 
Churches 
teach, and was the object of the 
reverent love of all the Christians. 
In the quiet of John's home she 
had long talks with this courteous, 
tactful physician, Luke, who com- 
bined scholarship with salntliness. 
Naturally, a woman would remin- 
isce; and to this sympathetic phy- 
eiclan she would confide, in great- 
er fullness than to others, the 
wonders of the miraculous Birth. 
With delicacy and restraint and 


vividness, Luke set down the Story 
that was destined to change the 
•world. With a bookman's trained 
mind, he had undertaken to record 
the whole Gospel Story for the 
growing Christian community, and 
for the generations to come. 


He wan a Greek, and had all of 
his countrymen's sense of the dra- 
matic and the vivid, and of what 
newspaper men call 'human Inter- 
est." He had "the itch to write." 
The sense of order and of accuracy 
was strong within his active mind. 
He was a born historian. Others 
had seen more than he, and had 
been closer to many of the events; 
but his zeal for an orderly record 
sent him upon the great task of 
research «nd of writing. He check- 
ed and diubled-checked his sourc- 
es. And till the centuries of schol- 
arship since have validated his 
narrative. 
An Emperor Attests an Author. 
One incident reveals 
how 
the 
story hus "stood up" throughout 
the ages. He told In detail of the 
census which brought the Holy 
Family to Bethlehem. Vet In all 
the abundant historical 
records 
that have survived from Roman 
days there was no known men- 
tion of this census. Critics assailed 
Luke as unreliable. 
For nearly 


twenty 
centuries 
It was 
Luke 


against the world. 
Now, lo! there has been found 
at Ankara, the capital of Turkey, 
a half-ruined temple of Augustus, 
with the Emperor's last will or 
autobiograthy, Incised on the In- 
•Ide of the wall In Latin and on 
the outside of the wall In Greek 
cut there by the 
order 
of the 


Roman senate at the death of Au- 
gustus. 


And 
In the 
Emperor's 
own' 


words we have mentioned of the 
hitherto unverified census, dated 
by consulships. Now we know that 
Luke was utterly right; and that 
it was In B. C. 8 that thin census 
was decreed. Luke was reliable; his 
critics are confounded. 
Chocking; Up on Lukn. 


Sir William Hamsay, the noted 
scholar and archaeologist, checked 
all the historical medical, geog- 
raphical and 
philological 
refer- 


ences, and declared that he could 
not find a single error in all of 
Luke's writings. Contrast Luke's 
geographical 
accuracy with, 
for 


instance, 
Scott's 
"Talisman," 


which is a jumble of geographical 
blunders. 


It is a fair use of Imagination' 


to picture Luke as seizing upon 
every scrap of Information that 
he could gain from eye-witnesses, 
nnd then, at the end of the day.by 
the light of a flickering olive-oil 
lamp, writing out his notes, later 
to be shaped up Into his two books. 
Remember, he was a contemporary 
of Jesus, nnd the names of thn 
eye-witnesses of the wonders was 
legion. In all probability, Luke had 
soon Jesus himself, although there 
Is no mention of his name in the 
Gospels. 
"Human Interest" Storing 


Because Luke 
was 
H literary 
master wo have, recorded only 
by him, such deathless master- 
pieces as the Story of the Good 
Samaritan, the Parable 
of 
the 
Prodigal Son; and best of all, the 
account of the Nativity Itself. My 
best friend, Louis A Hoiman, of! 
Boston, died recently, leaving be- 
hind him the fullest and most de- 
tailed collection of Keotslana In ! 
all the world. 
His devotion to 
Keats had engrossed 
him 
for 
many years; and, day by day, with 
patient research, ho added to his 
precious 
store. 
So It was, 
I 


think, with Luke: he was always 


o o o o o o o o o o o o o o o o o 


In quest of information about Jes- 
us Christ. 


There seems to have been none 


of the famous instability of the 
Greeks about Luke. 
He began 


one work of service to Christ, and 
continued it modestly and stead- 
fastly to the end. He does not 
mention his own name In either 
his Gospel or the Acts. 


A ModMt Historian. 


We may. however, trace his ex- 


periences with Paul In the "we" 
passages, which begin in the six- 
teenth chapter of Acts. Thence- 
forth Luke shared the adventures 
and experiences of the great mis- 
sionary apostle. He even went wl'n 
him to prison In Caesarea and In 
Rome. 
Paul mentions him tenderly three 


times in his epistles. (Philemon 
1:23, 24; Colosslans 4:14; II Timo- 
thy 4:10, 11.) We can only sur- 
mise what tender, healing care 
he gave to God's great adventur- 
er, who called him "the beloved 
physician." During Paul's prison 
experiences in Rome 
apparently 


his other helpers left the apostle, 
for one reason or another, so that 
In his last letter, written to Tim- 
othy, he says, "Only Luke is with 
me." 
Glorious Luke, who stood by to 


the end! He had abandoned his 
own career, and the chances for 
a brilliant practice, that ha might 
devote himself to Christ'* cause, 
and to Christ's man. For that de- 
cision the Church In all the world, 
throughout the ages, i« grateful. 
We who are only common peo- 


ple, 
with our rough and simple 


way* and unseeing eyes, are grate- 
ful 
for inch sensitive Interpre- 


tations of history and of truth as 
the Greek physician, Luke, gave. 
Because his character, and his pro- 
fession, made special appeal to 
her, Mary opened the secrets of a 
woman's heart to him. How del- 
icately he tells the tale of Mary 
and Elizabeth; and of the An- 
nunciation to the girl In the vil- 
lage of Nazareth; and of the won- 
ders of the Birth In the Bethle- 
hem inn! Because 
Luke 
knew 


Mary, we know, In the fullness of 
its beauty and significance, the 
story of the Nativity.

A number 
of tho smaller boxes voted "wet" 
but the 44 precincts outside of Cor- 
slcana rolled up a "dry" margin of 
1183 votes to' care for the deficit in 
Corslcana and give a decided mar- 
gin for the whole county.

"A pilot must be able to think 


with both hand and both feet as 
well as with his brain and co-ord- 
inate all of them precisely' and 
instantaneously," one surgeon ex- 
plained. 


"When 
flying at 
200 or 300 


miles per hour a pilot's reaction 
must be almost automatic. He has 
at the most only a few seconds 
to aim at a target and before he 
has time to think he is half-mile 
above, below, or beyond."

The necessity of selecting only 


the most mentally stable and most 
nearly physically perfect men as 
military pilots Is indicated in the 
reports of Major Harry G. Arm- 
strong, director of the Medical Re-

The strain of piloting an air- 


plane up to heights of 20,000 feet 
or more while watching 
20 or 


more Instruments, listening to ra- 
dio signals, and being subjected 
to cold, noise, vibration, and car- 
bon monoxide from the engines 
wears upon the toughest of men. 
Added to all these is the strain on 
the blood system of dives, pull- 
outs, sharp turns and loops which 
drain fclood away from the brain. 
Human Element. 


"The human element in flying 


is relatively the weakest 
link," 


Major Armstrong declared. 


The trend of transport aviation 


at present is toward the strato- 
•phere, 30.000 feet or more above 
the earth, with planes having seal- 
ed cabins and an artificial oxygen 
supply. However, In military planes 
produced in largo numbers for the 
war emergency it may not be pos- 
sible to equip them with such cab- 
ins.
